After several days of fire growth, cooler days are ahead 

Over ihe past two days, new and existing (ires have added 93,000 acres Eo 2018 records, putting the regional total at 946,468 acres to date. While a noteworthy figure, the number of acres impacted so far this year stilt do not exceed regional figures from the same time in 2017. With cooler temperatures and higher relative humidity coming into the region later this week, crews will have 
improved conditions for making progress on existing incidents. Milder weather has prompted Predictive Services to forecast tower little or no ticket severe fire potentiaf for several areas of the regton beginning Thursday: a stark contrast from previous weeks. Though it is unknown how long these favorable conditions will remain in the area, they may help maintain a gap between some 2017 
and 20T8 fire figures for a while longer.

itpitomr; Stubblefield Fire. The fire is burning 7 miles northwest of Condon. The fire has burned an estimated: 21.000 acres and is at 50 percent containment. Point prelection is taking place with 93 residences threatened. 

t: Seaic. This 15.500 acre fire is 14 miles west of Condon and 15 percent contained. Six homes arc threatened. If is expected to burn into the Stubblefield Fire, and possibly did today. 

ar.pi tour: Lorre flock.'This fire is 4,500 acres with 20 percent containment burning 12 miles oast of Condon. The small community of Lone Reek 3s within four miles of the fire&?r62T7;s edge. A community meeting is planned for 7:00 pm this evening in Lone Pock. Approximately 46 residences could be threatened. 

Jennies Peak Fsro: This 36.000 acre fire with 10 percent containment is located 13 miles south of Fossil. Structures are throated, evacuations and road closures are ia place. 


Kinzua Complex. A Type 3 IMT is managing multiple fires within a 10-mile radius of Fossil, totaling 550 acres and burning in a mix of timber and brush. The complex includes the previously reported 161 McDonald, 57 Kinzua, 156 Ricks Creek. 165 Ranchcria, and 172 Oxhead Fires. 

TanwSfiger Fire: This fire is located on the Willamette National Forest near the TerwJliger Hot Springs and is at 150 acres with 15 percent containment. A Type 3 IMT is presently in command of the incident but will transfer command to NW Team TO, 1C Sinclair at 6 a.m. Wednesday, after inbriefing today. The fire is on both sides of Cougar Reservoir. To the west, the fire threatens private

Containment is at 35 percent. Level 1 evacuations have been expanded to include 2,700 structures on the west flank and Level 2 evacuations were expanded to include 600 structures in the vicinity 
of Plain. One the west (lank, a two to three mile fire front is pushing Ihc fire. Significant spotting occurred across the contingency line and crews arc working to hold the fire between the primary and contingency line. Mop up and patrot continues on the eastern lank of the fire. On Crescent Mountain, the fire made a significant run Eo the west, southwest yesterday, pushed by slrong winds.
